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THE GREAT STRIKE. 


No Chang e to Note in the Local 
Situation. 


c cveral Men Will Return to Work 
To-nig ht. 


A Few More Employes Quit at St. 
Louis. 


Trains Running Everywhere W ith­ 
out Interference. 


R e t u r n in g to W o r k . 
There has been no noticeable chang e in the 
local situation of the strike during the past 
twenty-four hours, but circumstances point 
lo-dny as they did yesterday, to an early set­ 
tlement of the trouble. 
The men have re­ 
ceived their pay for the month of February 
and the company will now make a vig orous 
effort to keep them from trespassing upon its 
property. 
In other words the men who en­ 
g ag ed in the strike have been discharg ed and 
therefore have no further claim upon the 
company. Many cf them will be re-employed 
but others will not because there will remain 
no vacancies to be filled and in part because 
they are looked upon as ring leaders in the 
trouble. There is evidently no desire on the 
part of the men to breathe new life into the 
strike but some of them will reiuse te return 
to work simply because they are opposed to 
perfo -ming any act that would lead to the 
impression that they had unconditionally 
surrendered to the company. 
This class, 
h o w e ve r , is said to be small compared to the 
more conservative class. 
The moving of trains was not attended by 
any exciting scenes this morning , and scarce­ 
ly a striker was visible in or about the yards. 
The election seemed to absorb their attention 
and scores of the men could be seen around 
the voting precincts of the First ward. Some 
of the men will return to work during the 
day and others will return this evening . 
“What is the situation of the strike?” was 
asked of a Knig ht of Labor this morning . 
"I don't see much chang e, but it is q uietly 
reported among the men that nineteen switch­ 
men will return to work this evening . ” 
This statement, while probably true as to 
the men returning to work, is believed to be 
slig htly incorrect as to the number. 
A S t a r 
reporter was informed at the ofli -e of the as­ 
sistant, superintendent this morning that the 
number who would return was too larg e, but 
beyond this statement he had nothing to suy. 
Superintendent Drake was at Sedalia to-day 
and nothing was done during the forenoon 
toward employing new hands or re-employ­ 
in g the old ones. 
A larg e amount of freig ht is being received 
daily at the depot and no difficulty is experi­ 
enced in handling it. 
Cars are loaded rap­ 
idly and trains made up and started out of 
the city without any resistance being offered 
by the strikers. 
They are fig hting a passive 
battle at present, and will, it is believed, 
make 
no further active resistance to the 
moving of trains. 
Tnev have conducted 
themstilves q uietly from the day the strike 
was inaug urated and not more than a half- 
dozen of them have been rendered boisterous 
by the use of liq uor. 


F in a n c ia l S t a t e m e n t o f t h e K n ig h ts o f L a b o r . 
B p ecia l T eleg ra m to T h e Sta r. 
St. L o ui s , April (J.—The g eneral order of 
the Knig hts* of Labor has at present a sur­ 
plus fund of $ 220,800 which is controlled 
by the executive committee as a board of 
trustee« , their deposits being made in five 
eastern banks. The receipts of the treasurer 
from all sources are about $ 20,000 a month. 
During some of the months of the rapid in­ 
crease of the assemblies in the United States 
the receipts ran up much hig her than this, 
reaching in one month nearly $ 50.000. 
The expenditures of the order for all pur­ 
poses for the last year have averag ed about 
S I,200 a month. Answering a q uestion last 
nig ht an to the use of this money, Commit­ 
teeman Hayes said: “Don't imag ine that 
this money is to be used for this strike. 
It 
will probably not be. None of it has ever 
been spent 'in this wa}-, and we don’t con­ 
template any such disposition of it at present. 
Strikes are not provided for by us in any reg ­ 
ular w a y . 
They are our last resort. 
This 
fund is to be drawn on only in g reat emerg ­ 
encies.” 
“Why,” said Committeeman Bailey later, 
when interviewed on the same subject: 
“If 
we were called upon for money in larg e 
q uantity it would not be necessary to touch 
our receipts or funds on hand. 
If each one 
of our members was to contribute only a dol­ 
lar to any special purpose we could g et over 
half a million dollars in a week. 
But we an­ 
ticipate no need of this kind.” 
Your reporter called at the room of Com­ 
mitteeman Bailey and Knig ht of 
Labor 
Brown, who were talking with some rather 
cheerful looking Knig hts of Labor. 
Among 
them were Chairman McKeon and Irons and 
Casper Heep. Chairmen Sullivan and Laug h - 
liu had been there but had g ono home and 
Chairman Hayes had g one out with some old 
friends to visit a local assembly. 
The table 
in the center of the room was heaped hig h w ith 
teleg rams and manuscript which formed the 
record of the committee’s work during the 
d:iv. 
'You see,” said Committeeman Bailey, 
"we have those teleg rams from all of the im­ 
portant places on the roads telling us that 
cur order had been promptly obeyed by the 
men who had g one to work upon our New 
York order and that they had all g ono out 
ag ain.“ 
“Do the teleg rams state whether ©r not the 
recent strike had any effect upon the men 
who had been employed by tho company 
s.nee March (5?” 
“ Yes, iu some cases it is stated that the 
new men went out from sympathy with the 
linig bts of Labor. ” 
“Is the cessation of work then as g eneral 
and complete as it was when the strike was 
lirst ordered?” 
“I suppose it is, but the local chairman 
could tell you that better.” 
Chairman Irons w?as asked the q uestion, 
but one of the committeemen replied for him 
before he could g rasp the meaning : “ Yes, it 
ia . 
The cessation is more complete than it 
was. When the Knig hts of Labor went out 
first only members of the order went. 
This 
time, when those who had g one back left 
ag ain, they pulled out C'lOse who had g one to 
work in the meantime with them,”

ces. 
The railway officials claim that a con­ 
tinuance of their reg ular business, which 
they say has now been fully resumed, depends 
not upon any labor org anizations, and the 
freig ht blockade has been permanently raised.

render them entirely 
independent of the 
Knig hts of Labor. 
Members of the g eneral 
executive board, however, state they are con­ 
fident of the success of the strike, “for,” says 
Mr. Turner, “the roads cannot be operated 
without the Kuig hts. The skilled and un­ 
skilled labor in the United States is con­ 
trolled by our org anization and the company 
cannot supply itself with railroad men, me­ 
chanics and laboring men, if we attempt to 
prevent it.

The 
sheriff and posse are making arrests from time 
to time. 
The arrested men at once g ive bail, 
and are then sworn into the service of the 
city as special policemen. Then in the g uise 
of city officers they visit men who are at 
work and endeavor to persuade them to aban­ 
don their posts. 
Tho g overnor seems to re­ 
g ard the situation as being g rave and has 
fears for the morrow. 
As yet, however, he 
refuses to net.

S edalia, M o ., April (3.—The order of the 
g eneral executive board continuing the strike 
has had tho effect of inspiring fresh confi­ 
dence in the minds of the strikers.

The non-union men in the 
employ of the company are g uarded by armed 
men and no one is admitted unless he has a 
pass. 
Three men who went to work yester­ 
day morning were waited upon last nig ht by 
one of tho strikers, who implored them to 
stay away to-day, and they promised to do so. 
To-day is election day, and it promises to be 
the most exciting day in the history of Se­ 
dalia. 
The mayor ordered tho saloons closed 
last nig ht, and no intoxicating liq uors will be 
sold to-day.

To this parliament will be 
whole administration

affairs. 
An Irish 
ministry 
will control 
the mag istrates and police anil undertake tho 
enforcement of the law and have supreme 
authority over all Irish affairs except the mil­ 
itary forces of the country, which will remain 
under the exclusive control of the viceroy. 
The viceroy w ill be appointed by the crown 
and probably be as non-political as the viceroy 
of India. He \vill not have a seat, in the 
imperial cabinet, nor move out of office 
without any chang e of party at Westminster. 
The existing constabulary, so far as it 
armed or drilled military force will be 
the direct orders of the viceroy as are the 
other imperial troops g arrisoned in Ireland. 
Provisions will be made for the g radual con­ 
version of the constabulary into a civilian or 
municipal force. 
I he statutory parliament 
will impose, remit and collect all taxes levied 
in Ireland and defray from the same the cost 
of the local administration. 
Tho whole of 
the customs excise will be in the hands of 
the 
Irish 
parliament. 
The 
only lim­ 
itation 
imposed 
upon 
tho 
fiscal 
power 
of

forbids 
the imposition of a protective tariff, which 
would close the Irish market to Eng lish g oods.

T h e C ity E le c tio n . 
The election to-day was unusually q uiet, 
althoug h considerable hard work w as done 
by the friends of candidates on the two 
tickets. The jam about the voting precincts 
that was such a striking feature of elections 
in 
years 
past 
was 
not 
visible 
to­ 
day, 
especially 
during 
the 
forenoon, 
when a rather lig ht vote was reporred from 
all the wards. 
The absence of the jam about 
the polling places wras not due so much to a 
lig ht vote, however, as to the better facilities 
for voting , there being twenty-three precincts 
this year to seven in years past. In a few of 
the wards, notably the First and Sixth, 
several 
policemen 
were 
stationed 
to 
preserve order, but at many of the precincts 
notan officer was to be seen. 
The best of 
order prevailed at all the polling places and 
up to 2 o’clock this afternoon not a sing le 
disturbance had been been. Mayor Moore, in 
selecting the polling places, chose building s 
as far removed from saloons as possible, and 
to this fact is larg ely due the absence of the 
disturbing element which has in times past 
created lively scenes on elec tion day. 
The Republicans as a 
rule voted the 
straig ht ticket, but in many of tho wards the 
Democrats scratched Warder 
extensively. 
Throug hout the day the former claimed a 
majority while the latter admitted that they 
had not as easy a walk-aw ay as they had an­ 
ticipated. A few bets on the result were made 
in the wards, but they were chiefly on alder- 
manic 
candidates 
and

whole. 
Hendershot, 
the Democratic candidate of supervisor of 
reg istration ran, it is claimed, slig htly ahead 
of his ticket iu some of tho wards, and was 
about the only candidate on his ticket who 
was not scratched to a g reater or less extent. 
In the Fsurth ward the election of J. M. 
Patterson, Republican candidate for alder­ 
man, was virtually conceded by the Demo­ 
crats, and his friends claimed he was running 
ahead of his ticket.

"J 'his I handed to Mr. Smyth, and sug g ested , 
that he should name America, which he did, j 
and found a Mexican dollar in his hand. The ■ 
com , whatev er it was, hail nev er been in the 
coniiu'er’s hand from the time the rupee was 
bonow ed from the Parsee merchant.

H e then asked for a 
sig net ring. 
Sev eral were offered him, and ; 
he chose oiit one which had a v ery large ov al 
seal, projecting well beyond the gold hoop on \ 
both sides. 
This ring he tossed and tum bled 
sev oial tim es in his hands. no%v throwing it 
into ihe air and catching it, tlien shaking it 
between his clasped hands, all the time m um - • 
bliug half inarticulate words in som e H indo- | 
fitanee patois. Then setting the ring down on 
the cloth ot about half arm s length in front 
o f him , he said, slowly and distinctly, in g ood 
liindostanee. 
“ King, rise up and go to the rupee.” 
The 
ring rose, with the seal uppermost, and rest­ 
ing oa the hoop, slow ly, with a kind of danc­ 
ing ox jerking motion, it passed ov er the 
cloth until it came to where the rupee was on 
the remote edge; then it lay down on the coin. 
The conjuror then said: 
“ King, lay hold o f 
the ri pee and bring it to m e,” 
The project­ 
ing edge of the seal seem ed to grapple with 
the edge of the coin; the ring and the rupee 
ix>se into a kind of wrestling attitude, and 
with the same dancing or jerking m otion, the 
two roiurned to within reach of the juggler’s 
hand. 
I hav e no theoi^ to explain either of these 
tricks. 
1 should m ention, howev er, that the 
jug g ler entirely disclaim ed all stiperuatural 
l>ower, and alleged that he performed his 
tricks by mere sleig ht of hand. 
It w'ill be 
obser^ ed that he had no preparation of his 
surrounding s, no machiuury and no confed-
